Mines have been 
laid secretly in commercial shipping 
channels; merchant ships have been 
sunk without warning by torpedoes or 
gunfire and the survivors of their crews 
have been left adrift in open boats. often 
hundreds of míles from land. 

Even the U-boat commanders are some- 
times ashamed of the orders they have 
to carry out. 

After shelling the fishing trawler 
Cresswell, in callous indifference to the 
recognised rules of civilised warfare, and 
firing just below one of the trawler’s 
small boats as it was being lowered with 
men in it. one submarine went on its 
way, leaving men to drown. 

But later he returned to the scene and 
took the survivors on board. They were 
taken below, stripped of their wet cloth- 
ing, given hot drinks and blankets and 
put into bunks. 

MINES 

Admiral Raeder, head of the German 
Navy, reiterated Germany’s obligations 
after the outbreak of war, and gave an 
undertaking that Germany intended to 
honour these obligations. 

He stated positively that the laying of 
minefields would be announced, accord- 
ing to The Hague Convention of 1907. 

He made these statements to the 
Berlin correspondent of the Dutch news- 
paper ''Handelsblad." 

And it is Dutch shipping which has 
suffered most severely among neutrals 
from the illegal and ruthless methods of 


[sea warfare which the Nazis have now 
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adopted.

in those campaigns for the Red Dicta- 
tor The weak have always been his 
prey, even in the days when he was à 
fugitive from Tsarist agents. 

Give the devil his due. Life gave a 
raw deal to the shoemaker’s son. His 
childhood was terribly unhappy. He 
knew hunger, cruelty, punishment, 
brutality. By the standards of this 
England of ours he was a serf. 

Yet his mother loved him, dedicated 
him, ironically enough, to the Church 
and the glory of God. Yes, this Stalin, 
who is called anti-Christ by millions 
of people, who has ridden roughshod 
over the faiths and religious beliefs of 
his subjects, was to be a priest. 

His mother, a deeply devout woman, 
had lost three children in their in- 
ancy. When the fourth child Was 
expected she vowed that if it were a 
boy she would name him for St. Joseph 
and pledge him to the service of God. 

On December 21, 1879, Yossif Djug- 
entered a world of sorrow, 
strife and suffering, of sudden death 
and bitter feuds, of feudalism ahd of 
despotism. 

To offset the love of his mother, 
young Yossif had to contend with the 
brutal cruelty of his drunken father. 

As he grew up the wells of bitterness 
opened in his breast. Those wells have 
never ceased to flow. In Transcau- 
casia, where he was born, the spirit of 
revolt flamed, despite the oppression of 
the Tsarist agents. 


Lust For 
Power 


Stalin has another grouse against 
Society. He was born with his left arm 
partly paralysed and with two toes un- 
naturally joined. 

Here, then, was the making of the 
biggest rebel society has known. First 
his deformity which caused him humi- 
liation, second the constant poverty 
and hunger, third tne fears of his 
mother.ànd the cruelty of his father, 
and, lastly, the pride of his fiery race. 

At the age of fourteen Joseph entered 
the Tiflis seminary. He spent five years 
there, But when he came out he had 
renounced all idea of being a priest. 
He was a revolutionary, ready to fight 
and bomb his way to what he believed 
to be a better social order. 

The story of his progress is history. 
Always the lust for power drove him 
ruthlessly forward. Trotsky, the bril- 
liant intellectual, the man with a won- 
derful mind, is in exile in Mexico, 
beaten in a battle of wits by a man who 
matched cunning against brain. 

But the story of Stalin himself, the 
man behind the mask. has yet to be 
told. Of all world figures he is the 
most mysterious. He is the living riddle 
of the Red Shadow. 

He cates nothing for the tob. All 
his spoutings about humanity, about 
brotherly love, about the equality and 
rights of man, are cant. He uses people

the people of Russia on a national 
broadcast only once. 
He doesn’t speak much. He is 


cautious with words but reckless with 
lives. He lives almost like a recluse. 

He has learned that a dictator, like 
a favourite, has no friends. He dare 
not trust anyone. One close friend he 
had—Avel Yenukidze, a Caucasian. 
with whom Stalin had braved dangers 
and warred on society, 

Avel is dead. He was among those 
liquidated by the Red dictator in his 
last purge. No one knows why he was 
shot. No one, except Stalin. 


Betrayed To 
Doom 


The ways of his mind are dark. He 
trusts none, suspects all. As he has 
betrayed and led to their doom other 
people, so he fears that he may meet 


a similar fate. 
Whom can Stalin trust? Hitler? 
No. For years the two ideologies have 


been forging ahead. Nazidom, through 
Hitler, was born, cradled and reared on 
the milk of hatred—hatred of every- 
thing for which Stalin and his huge 
armies stand. 

In pre-war days Hitler and Stalin re- 
presented two new systems. One was. 
theoretically, the true Communism 
whereby every man and woman shared 
in the joys and wealth of the State: 
the other where the total resources of 
a nation were thrown into the job of 
creating à new, virile and aggressive 
Germany. 

Stalin has abandoned the Marxist 
theory of a sélf-governed State. Hitler 
has against him the subterranean cur- 
rents of opinion of people who want, 
nay, demand, the right to live in free- 
dom and in peace. 

Both dictators have used mercilessly 
the human material at their disposal. 
Both have condemned millions to 
misery, 

And both dictate through fear. And 
both in their turn have fear as the con- 
stant, compelling shadow over them. 

Both challenge Christianity, the faith 
Which has kept the mind of man stead- 
fast and good throughout the centuries. 

Hitler's successive rapes of Austria, 

Czechoslovakia and Poland are an im- 
pressive record of force evilly used. 
Stalin's record, beginning with Poland, 
then the subsequent domination of the 
Baltic States, then the invasion of Fih- 
land, has yet to be set down in full. 
. Let miliions die! That seems the 
Justification of Stalin, the Red Auto- 
crat of the Kremlin, the would-be priest 
turned killer and destroyer. Those mil- 
lions, after all, are pawns in the Stalin 
game of power-politics. 


It’s a different story when Joseph 
Stalin is concerned. For Stalin fears 


death. fears illness. Some time ago a 
famous specialist. was summoned from 
Bucharest to the Kremlin. 

No one knows what or fore-

boding prompted Stalin to call in the 


And not the 


great doctor. even 
specialist knows. 

Because in the Kremlin one Stalin 
after another appeared for examina- 
tion. 'There were five Stalins, and each 
of them was thoroughly tested. And 
the specialist submitted five exhaustive 
reports, numbered according to the 
order of appearance. 

Which of those men was Stalin? The 
world does not know, will probably 
never know. 

But that parade of doubles was sig- 
nificant. It proved how real Stalin's 
fear is. It showed how little trust he 
has in those around him. It showed 
above all that there is in him not only 
the fear to die, but the fear of living. 

That feàr has sent thousands to their 
doom. In 1837 thousands of army and 
navy offieers were shot. That was only 
one of Stalin's purges. In his cold,, 
relentless way he stamps all who| 
may cppose his progress. 


Red Army His 
Pawn | 


For years  Stalit schemed d 
planned before he became supreme 
head of thé. Soviet order. Now, with 
his enemies out of the way, he plans to} 
put into execution his dreams of world 
domination. 

His hand is seen at work in all 
corners of the globe, In the West he 
smashes at Finland, aims at complete| 
domination of the Baltic. In the East| 
he plots a great grab in China with the| 
Chinese Red Army as his pawn. | 

His money, his agents, his propa- 
ganda are doing their tainted work in| 
every country where freedom and 
detency flourish. Red agents make up 
a vast Fifth Column for Joseph Stalin. 
The Russian worker, ill-clothed, ill-fed. 
works and pays. 

What does Stalin care? His only 
pride is the red octopus in whose ten- 
tacles he visions a Captive world.

ELL, some reader has got plenty of hens—she has just 
written to me for a recipe published about six years 
ago that only had sixteen eggs in it. Well, well, and 
here am I leading an anti-waste campaign. 


<> But a nice dark fruity cake, topped with icing; not a 
crumb of that will be wasted, so here goes how to make it. 
First get your ingredients together. Here they are:— 


Ten oz. flour, 6 oz. margarine, 4 Ib. currants, 4 oz. sul- 
tanas, 4 oz. peel, 4 oz. raisins, 3 oz. stoned and chopped dates, 
3 oz. glacé cherries, 8 oz. brown sugar, 2 oz. almonds, } oz. 
mixed spice, 3 eggs, 1 tablespoonful treacle, a little browning 
or coffee essence, 1 tablespoonful brandy. 


Cream the margarine and sugar, add each egg separately, 
and beat until the mixture is stiff and well blended. Stir in 
the sieved flour, prepared fruit, chopped almonds, spice, 
treacle, browning and brandy. 

Pour into a tin lined with several thicknesses of greased 
paper, and bake in a moderate oven for the first 45 minutes, 
then in a slow oven for 24 hours. 

When cooked remove from the oven and allow the cake to 
stand in the tin before turning out on to the cake rack. 

Store in an airtight tin (when the cake is cold) for a week, 


then cover with almond icing. Leave for four days and put 
on the royal icing.

A few months ago he had been sell- 
ing papers on the street corner. And 
now he had shaken hands with the 
King! Can you wonder then that he 
was to remember that as the proudest 
moment of his life? 

Few among the thousands of acts of 
gallantry performed during the last 
war captured and held the -public 
imagination in auite the same way as 
Private George Wilson’s heroic feat in 
the woods near Verneuil. 

Writing home to his sister afterwards 
he said: 

“I am recommended for bravery for 
capturing a machine-gun and going into 
the German firing-line and shooting an 
officer and sir men and turning their 
gun on them and carrying in a mate 
of the King's Royal Rifics who was 
riddled with bullets." 

No one expects descriptive flights 
from a newsboy;.but, even so, it was

$ sòn. One of a 
' family of eight 
$ orphans, he was 


something of a 
; rough diamond, 
impetuous and blunt of speech, but 
utterly fearless and trustworthy. 

Wilson won his Victoria Cross after 
the Battle of the Marne when the 
German troops were being pushed back 
towards the Aisne by the Allied forces. 

Before each side dug themselves in, 
there was a good deal of guerilla war- 
fare and hand-to-hand skirmishes in 
which they advanced and retreated for 
positions, 

Wilson’s regiment, the Highland 
Light Infantry, supported by the King’s 
Royal Rifles, took a prominent part in 
these engagements, and it was on the 
morning of September 14, 1914, that 
they found themselves in a tight and 
decidedly warm corner just outside 
Verneuil. 

There were sixteen men in the party, 
led by Sir Archibald Gibson Craig, and 
they were attempting to dislodge the 
Germans from a patch of wooded 
country that commanded the section of 
trench from which they were covering 
the rest of the company’s retreat. 

Their first charge across the open 
space between their line and the trees 
had been met with a hail of machine- 
gun fire so withering that théy had to 
fall back. 


Over The Top 


ROM the trench Wilson, peer- 

ing cautiously over the sand- 

bagged parapet, detected the 

stealthy movement of grey-clad figures 

among the trees. He drew his officer’s 

attention to this, but as the officer 

levelled his field-glasses to investigate 
he was shot through the head, 

As the officer dropped the young Scot 
saw red. Careless of his own safety, he 
stood erect and fired. In the trees a 
German threw up his arms and fell, 

Wilson fired again and another Ger- 
man spun like a top and went down. 

Excited by the success of his sharp- 
shooting, the ex-newsboy fixed his 
bayonet and went “over the top” on 
his own. 

Shouts of “Come back!” echoed be- 
hind him as he dashed towards the 
wood, but “ Geordie” Wilson’s fighting 
blood was up and he paid no more at- 
tention to them than he did to the 
machine-gun bullets that were whistling 
about his head, 

With more: than half the distance 
covered safely he dropped into the 
shelter of a slight depression from which 
he could observe the enemy while re- 
gaining his breath. 

Just ahead he could see a party of 
eight Germans escorting two British 
prisoners back towards their own lines. 

Without hesitation Wilson sprang 
from his refuge. 

“Come on, men! Charge!” he yelled 
as boldly as if he had been heading a 
whole regiment instead of being there 
on his own. 

That bluff, 


reckless though it was, 
succeeded. 


Up went sixteen hands!

still further into the wood. 
: It was useless to attempt to dissuade

“Och awa’ wi ye!" he said, im- 
patiently shaking off the hands that 
attempted to hold him back. “Yon 
guns annoying me noo. I'm goin' to 
put.a stop to it." 


Point-Blank 


ND off he went, dodging from 

tree to tree, wriggling for- 

ward in short rushes on his 

stomach, sheltering behind haystacks 

and taking advantage of every scrap 

of cover as he made his way towards 

the clump of trees from which the 

machine-gun was spitting out a con- 
stant stream of lead. 

A private of the King’s Royal Rifles 
who had left the trench to assist with 
the prisoners accompanied Wilson, but 
before they had gone very far he fell 
riddled with machine-gun bullets. 

For a moment the young Scot knelt 
by his pal. 

“Dinna worry, mate," he said. 
get 'em! ” 

Now more than ever determined to 
silence the gun before it reaped a bigger 
harvest, he pressed forward with set 
jaw and a cold, steely light in his eye 
that boded ill for any German who 
crossed his path, 

At length he reached the last vestige 
of cover between him and the gun, and 
just as he ducked behind its all too 
flimsy protection he was detected. 

Swiftly the German gunner slewed the 
quick-firer round in Wilson's direction, 
but even more swiftly the Scot levelled 
his rifle and pressed the trigger. 

As the gunner dropped a second Ger- 
man stepped forward to take his place, 
and again Wilson's rifle cracked. 

A third, a fourth, a fifth and a sixth 
German fell before they could place a 
finger on the trigger which would have 
sent a hail of death rat-a-tatting to- 
wards the lone British soldier. 

With the entire gun crew dead, 
Wilson stepped into the open and began 
walking towards the post. He was within 
a few yards of the gun when a German 
officer who had been hiding jumped 
out and fired his revolver point blank. 

The shot missed, and before he had

long in peace, for almost immediately 

a strong enemy force appeared ad- 
vancing through a clearing. 

Many a man, having already 
acquitted himself so well, would have 
turned tail and fled in the face of this 
fresh danger. 

But not “Geordie” Wilson! Coolly 
he trained the German machine-gun 
upon the advancing troops and began 
to spray them with their own lead. 

They scattered like chaff before the 
wind, leaving the ground littered with 
dead and dying. Reforming line, they 
essayed another charge, but Wilson, 


* 


are looking at this war from 


crouched behind the gun, pumped a 
constant stream of bullets up and down 
the line 

“There’s a taste of yer own medi- 
cine,” he growled. 

By this time news of the activity in 
the wood had reached the German field 
batteries behind their lines and they 
were concentrating heavy shell fire on 
the position, but Wilson hung on until 
he had broken the German advance. 

It was afterwards estimated that he 
acounted for 300 Germans in that brief 
spell at the machine-gun trigger! 

Not until there was no one left to 
fight did he think of leaving; and then, 
dodging through the barrage of shells, 
he reached the British trench un- 
scathed. 

But the strain of that last hectic 
hour had taken its toll, and the tough 
Scots newSboy fainted as his comrades 
crowded about him to shake him by 
the hand and congratulate him. 

But the tale of his bravery was not 
yet done. As soon as he recovered he 
Slipped out of the trench and braved 
the hail of fire to bring in the 
machine-gun on his shoulders. 

And having done this and learning 
that the wounded soldier who had first 
accompanied him had not been res- 
cued, the gallant Scot went out again 
to carry hiin in to safety.

But at that time 
Germany had more declared enemies 
than she has now. She singled out this 
country for special hatred because she 
feared the power of our blockade and the 


might of our economic resources more than 


all else. 


Today we are fighting Germany again, with- 
out hatred on our part for her misled mil- 
lions, but with relentless purpose. 


In the words of Mr. R. S. Hudson, Secretary 
for Overseas Trade, “we are fighting for our 
very lives." 


And it is well to remember that until this 
war is won “ we have one foe and one alone— 


Nazi Germany."

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TALIN, stealing the limelight from 
Hitler in the European melodrama, 


is certainly playing to a tensely strung audi- 
ence these days, but, with all his villainy, he 
is not the principal villain of the piece. 


Adolf Hitler remains the arch-conspirator 
in the thickening plot of robbery and murder. 
His infamous pact with Stalin delivered Fin- 
land to martyrdom. 


Lord Halifax tells us that we could have 
made:a deal with Russia on much the same 
terms—that is to say, by leaving her free to 
work her will upon her small Baltic neigh- 
bours. 


At thirty pieces of silver the price was too 
high for us, but not for Hitler. He has never 
hidden his contempt for small and defenceless 


peoples. So he sealed his Judas bargain and 
sold the little fellows into bondage.

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Y ge peculiar tragedy of the present 
situation is that Finland, having 
the sympathy of all the civilised world, is 
stil left to fight alone. 


And what a magnificent fight she is 
making! The Finns were always grand 
sailors; now, as soldiers, they are displaying 
not only heroism but superb competence. 


If the odds were only two to one against 
them instead of more than fifty to one, I 
believe they could “ wipe the floor" with the 
Russians. 


As it is, they are in desperate straits and 
“ Can it be better 
to fight over the dead body of our country 
than to give help while it still lives ? ”

VERY instinct of humanity is 
touched by that appeal,, but, except 
in smail ways, sympathy cannot be translated 
into effective action. 


Impotent indignation and unavailing pity 
may sometimes drive men to dangerous—and 
futile—extremes, and the general impulse to 
do something for Finland now is not without 
its peril. — 


You see Germany has been seriding arms to 
Finland and has permitted the passage of 
Italian planes bound for the same destina- 
tion. 


We, too, are sending aeroplanes to help the 
Finns, and the Swedes are volunteering, in 
considerable numbers and eagerly, to fight for 
their neighbours. 


In consequence: of all this there are some 
among us who dare to suggest that it might 


be a good plan to “call off” the war with 


Hitler and join him in fighting Russia. 


That suggestion is worse than madness; it 
is treachery. It can only be made by fools or 
knaves; by the fools, who can still believe that 
a Nazi pledge has value; or by the knaves, who 
want peace at any price which they them- 
selves will not have to pay.

Russia is a menace to Europe, no doubt; how 
great a menace cannot yet be determined. The 
loud-speakers of Moscow are blaring threats 
and defiance at Roumania, Turkey, Sweden 
and even Italy, but that may be chiefly because 
Stalin himself is suffering from “swelled 
head." 


The fact remains that Stalin is no more 
than Hitler’s pupil in the vile arts of 
treachery and aggression, and, if you read 
“The People’s” “Secret Service” columns 
today you will realise that Hitler may be using 
him as a puppet with which to dupe the world. 


Don’t let him dupe you. Stalin can wait. 
We've got to get on with the job of winning 
this war.

If your 'compass " were not deadened 
through lack of exercise you would never 
be lost in the thickest fog, nor would you 
ever have to look at street names to find 
your way about. 


NEVER FAILING GUIDE 

Magnetic rays radiating from the 
ground over which you walk would draw 
you straight to your destination by the 
shortest possible route. 

For more than an hour yesterday this 
Scientist, in the first interview on the 
subject he has ever granted to a news- 
paper, described to me the astonishing 
powers of this “ compass." 


In nine cases out of ten it is located 
in the ears—although it has nothing 
to do with the sense of hearing, but in 
certain forms of ‘animal life the 
“compass " is carried in the creature’s 
legs. 

In either case it works with the same 
extraordinary accuracy, responding to 
the attraction of the earth's magnetic | 
rays and providing a never-failing guide | 
whenever it is needed. | 

The experiments of my informant 
with racing pigeons at his home on the 
South-East Coast have proved beyond 
doubt that without the aid of their 
" compasses " these birds, however care- 
fully trained, lose all sense of direction. 


JUNGLE EXPERIENCES 

A slight incision behind the ear renders | 
them completely helpless so far as hom- 
ing is concerned, although none of their 
other powers—of flight, hearing or sight 
—is impaired. 

The specialist told me that this amaz- | 
ing “compass " which brings the pigeon 
back to its loft, even when it is released 
hundreds of miles away, is present in 
every creature that has the gift of 
moving from one place to another. 

The elephant has a “compass”; so, 
too, has the tiniest ant. It guides fish 
on their mysterious migrations and 
brings the bee straight back to the 
hive. 

Only “highly civilised ” human. beings 


Queen Anne’s Mansions, St. James’s| need maps and signposts to guide them 


on their journeys. 

The black man, set down in the 
middle of the bush country or the heart 
of the densest jungle, would not be lost 

His ear “compasses " would guide him 
two or three hundred miles to his kraal. 

The specialist, who has done a good 
deal of big game shooting, has seen 
many proofs of this in the wilds. 

He told me of one occasion wher 
he was after buffalo and his native 
guide, an experienced and trusted 
man, suddenly and unaccountably lost 
his way. For the whole of one day 
he was helpless as a white man in 
the bush. 

At the same time he complained of 
pain in his ears, and when this abated 
and an abscess burst, his sense of direc- 
tion returned. 

The only cases of civilised white 
people with the same powers have been 
those born blind. Men and women who 
go blind in after life do develop their 
"compasses, but not to the same 
degree.

It consists of an electrically 
illuminated sign reading “ Cross 


Here" to be fixed on street 
refuges, the whole of which it 
illuminates. 


Experiments have been made with 
it on several evenings during the 
last week, and have, it is claimed, 
proved successful people from 
several yards away seeing the light 


clearly in the blackout walked up to 
the crossing and used it in safety.

Scorés of councils, exercising 
the. authority delegated to them 
under the Defence Regulations, 
have to all intents and purposes 
disbanded their normal elected 
town councils, and concentrated 
all power in the hands of a small 
group, usually consisting of the 
Mayor, Deputy Mayor, Town 
Clerk and Chief Constable.

Out at sea the weather conditions were worse. The plane 
was alternately pushed up from. below like a ping-pong 
ball on a fountain and forced downwards so suddenly that 
the navigator would rise from his seat and then drop 


back with a crash.

i CHINESE 
RECAPTURE 
: TWO CITIES 


HINESE forces have recap- 
tured Chaochow and 
Chaoan, two cities on the 
Kwangtung-Fukien border near 
Swatow, according to the latest 
military despatches from Foo- 
chow. 

7 After the Japanese had occupied 
Chaoan, in South Fukien, Chinese 
forces, aided by reinforcements, 
; launched a counter-attack and 
entered the walled city near the 
v Kwangtung border. 

| After almost 24 hours of severe hand- 
j to-hand street fighting, the Chinese 
b. finally completed the occupation of 
Chaoan. 

Another big. Chinese success over 
Japanese forces north of Nanning, the 
strategic city in Kwangsi Province, on 
the highway to French Indo-China, is 
claimed in a Chinese telegram reaching 
London last night. 

Effective Chinese resistance in this 
area, it is stated, compelled the Japanese 
to relinquish with heavy losses the ad- 
vance positions they had taken up. 

Fighting is now raging about 20 miles 
north and  north-east of Nanning. 
Chinese troops, it is claimed, are cease- 
lessly attacking Japanese supply units 
and harassing Japanese communica- 
tions.—Reuter. 
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NAVY'S CALL TO 
“ OLD-TIMERS ” 


Men who have previously served in 
the Royal Navy or Royal Marines are 
invited by the Admiralty to apply for 
Service for the duration of the war. 

Candidates must not have reached 
forty-six, and must fulfil certain other 
conditions, particulars of which may be 
had on application by letter to the near- 
est Royal Navy and Royal Marine re- 
cruiting office, the address of which can 
be obtained from the nearest post office; 
or from the Director of Naval Recruit- 
ing, 85, Whitehall, London, S.W.1.

MUCH AIR RECONNAISSANCE 


There has also been much air recon- 
naissance by fighters, but no air battles. 

German planes have been making 
numerous reconnoitring flights in East 
France, following the axes of the main 
road and rail systems. 

A German machine twice flew past one 
iof the French casemates on the bank of 
the Rhine and peppered it with machine- 
gun bullets, 


The French think the pilot was 
amusing himself, since the bullets spat- 
tered harmlessly on the concrete. 
the same time, German posts opposite 
fired a few belts of machine-gun 

| ammunition at the same casemate. 


Yesterday's German 
|stated: " There has been livelier artillery 
fire in some sectors of the Western 
Front. Between the Moselle and the 
Rhine, two dug-outs were blown up on 
French soil south-west of Merzig by 
reconnaissance patrols, and three others 
were rendered uninhabitable. 

“The Air Force has carried out recon- 
naissance flights, chiefly over Western 
and Central France. At some points, the 
German planes were unsuccessfully 
attacked by chasers and anti-aircraft 
fire. There were no losses."—Reuter, 
B.U.P. and Exchange. 


AXE FOR GUNMEN, 
BERLIN DECREES

BOMBS RAIN ON 
HANGO 


Helsinki, Saturday. 
FTER a week's luli the Soviet 
Air Force went into action again 
today with a raid on the important 
Finnish port of Hango, which is 
normally kept open all the year 
round. 

The number of. victims is not yet 
known. 

Bombs were dropped in and around 
the city, but observers describe the 
Russian marksmanship as extremely 
poor, the majority of the bombs falling 
wide of their marks. 

The attack is considered here as a de- 
liberate insuit to world opinion, coincid- 
ing as it did with the meeting at Geneva 
to discuss Finland’s appeal against 
Russia. It is interpreted as a gesture by 
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the Soviet to show its contempt of the 
League. 

The bombing is also thought to be the 
initial step in an intensification of the 
campaign against Finland. 

Reports from Moscow say that Soviet 
military quarters are gravely worried 
by the slow progress made by the 
Russians in Finland. 

Not only has this involved a serious 
loss of prestige to the Red Army, it is 
stated, but weather conditions are going 
to become steadily more unfavourable. 

For this reason, it is believed, Moscow 
has decided to make a big bid to crack 
Finnish resistance before the winter 
really closes down. 

Both on the Karelian Isthmus and in 
the extreme north, next week is expected 
to see some decisive fighting. On the 
Karelian Isthmus the two armies are 
lined up for what is likely to be the 
first real battle of the war. 

Whirlwind Finnish counter-attacks 
are reported to have followed the 
latest Russian advances, and the in- 
vaders have in some cases been driven 
back from the advance posts of the 
Mannerheim Line. 

The Russians are now approaching 
sectors where the isthmus consists more 
of lakes than of land, and it is among 
these that the Finns are waiting in their 
principal fortifications. 

The main fighting still consists of 
clashes between Russians advancing in 
mass formation and motile Finnish 
companies, operating with rifles on skis 
or from concealed machine-gun nests, 

It is reported from a number of points 
that the Russians have attempted to 
make landings along the south coast of

Finland, but so far the Finnish Navy and 
coastal defences have successfully driven 
them off. Weather experts estimate that 
these tactics will only be possible for the 
Russians for another ten days or a 
fortnight. 

Meanwhile, in the weird twilight of 
the polar night, on the Petsamo front 
in the extreme north, the Finns are 
achieving considerable success witk 
skirmishing and guerilla warfare. whive 
waiting for the Russians to launch 
their expected offensive. 

This morning Finnish infantry on skis 
attacked along a two-mile front in one 
of the Northern sectors. They caught 
the . Russians unawares, and latest 
reports describe the Finns as taking 
advantage of the enemy's confusion to 
cause havoc in their ranks. 

With expert marksmanship they picked 
off man after man, while the Russians 
were scarcely able to reply. 

Prisoners (according to reports from 
Stockholm) report that the morale of the 
Soviet troops is poor in spite of the 
strictest discipline. There are numerous 
deserters, many of them suffering from 
frost-bite. 


NEUTRAL HELP 

Fifty Swedish Army officers have 
applied for permission to fight for Fin- 
land, according to the Rome radio. Many 
young Spanish Officers, it was added, 
have also sought leave from the Madrid 
Government to assist the Finns. 

The station also reports that Finland 
has replied to the blockade of her coast 
by again bombing Baltiski, the Estonian 
port leased to Russia under the recent 
agreement.—Reuter.
